The farmers of the state 
were well nigh bankrupt 
from the injudicious use of high-priced 
fertilizers. The collecting of agricultu- 
ral statistics was also assigned to his de- 
partment. AJ] important facts affecting 
agriculture, which the State Geologist, 
in making his survey, Obtains, were fur 
nished the agricultural department, and 
the State Geologist collects sampies of 
soils froin every County, which the com- 
missiouer of agriculture has analyzed in 
the laboratory of the department. Both 
the agricultural and geological depart- 
ments work harmoniously together to 
promote the interests of the plantors. 
Assistants of those branches were ap- 
pointed. A catechism pertaining to the 
growing crops and the labor used were 
sent to allthe farmers. Answers were 
sent to his department, and a verdict 
from this jury was published. This re- 
port brought out the fact that the labor 
of the state was not self-sustaining. ‘The 
fertilizers being used were fast ruining 
the state. He could not immediately 
enter upon vigorous exercise of the au- 
thority given him to remedy this evil. 
He now has the matter under his con- 
trol. Labor :s improving. No guano 
can be sold in Georgia without his coa- 
sent, ard after a careful analysis by the 
state chemist. The commissioner also 
requires that 500 pounds of every distinct 
brand introduced into the state be fur- 
nished him‘for practical test to ascer- 
tain the amount of plant food it contains. 
The department has adopted rules for 
this guano test and expect good results. 
The plan adopted is very much like that 
of George Ville, the chemical and soil 
test being combined. 

Georgia spends $3,000,000 for guano. 
In 1873, by an indiscriminate use of fer- 
tilizers the state suffered greatly, many 
of her best farmers verging on bank. 
ruptcy. 

he department, he thought, would 
save to the state this year $2,000,000. 

He was also engaged in collecting 
facts relating to all the material interests 
of the state which were compiled. The 
system employed for this was like that 
usedin England. The state geologist 
had two corps at work in different 
parts. of the state examining and 
reporting upon the soil. Sheep 
husbandry was a_ specialty in 
his department. A pound of wool could 
be raised as cheap as a pound of cotton. 
The department reccives replies from the 
best farmers of the state on the 15th of 
every month relating to the crops and 
labor. His department never acts in the 
interest of bull and bears, and he hoped 
the day was not far distant when similar 
departments would be established in all 
the southern states. The department 
had benefitted the labor system of Geor- 
gia by pointing out the defects therein. 
He closed by passing a compliment to the 
tate o f North Carolina,

The State Bank System. 


[From the Raleigh Sentinel), 15th. | 

In the agricultural congress yesterday, 
Col. Wm. Johnston, chairman of the 
committee to which was referred the tel- 
egram from Messrs. Bryce and Sten- 
house, of Charlotte, concerning the tax 
ing of ten per cent. on other circulation 
than national, made the following re- 
port: 
Whereas, the people of the respective 
states of this Union io pursuance of their 
constitutionai and reserved rights, en- 
joyed previous to the war the advantage 
of a state system of banking, under 
which the prosperity and welfare of the 
people were greatly enhanced, and which 
was found adequate to the 
financial, requirements’ of the 
people and states, and whereas, 
it is believed that the re-establishment of 
such system would tend very greatly to 
relieve the financial embarrassments of 
the people; and whereas, by section ten, 
article one of the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, it is provided that the state 
shall take anything but gold and silver in 
a legal tender, and by article ten of the 
amendments to said constitution it is pro- 
vided that the power not delegated to 
the United States by the constitution are 
reserved to the states respectively, or to 
the people; and whereas, no power was 
ever delegated ta the United States by 
either the state or the people to make 
anything but gold and silver coin & 
legaltender in payments of debts; and 
whereas, the congress of the United 
States has heretofore, by laws provided 
and put in circulation as a neccessity of 
war, irredeemable currency, to the sup- 
portof which burdensome tax was lev- 
ied upon the interests of specie paying 
state banks, resulting in the utter ruin 
and destruction of the state bank system 
of the country; and whereas, the neces- 
sity for the longer continuance of such 
discriminating Jaws imposing this tax 
upon state banksno longer exists, there- 
fore, 


Be it resolved by this congress, That 
the interest and prosperity of the people 
imperatively require that the acts of con- 
gress imposing such tax upon the issue 
of state banks in justice and right should 
be repealed. 

Resolved, That our senators and rep- 
resentatives in the congress of the Uni- 
ted States be requested to urge the pas- 
sage by congress of an act repealing such 
tax

LADY FRANKLIN. 


A brief London dispatch announces 
the death of this estimable lady. She 
was the second wife of the distinguished 
explorer. They were married in 1826, 
after his second voyage to the Arctic re- 
gions, just when the honors of knight- 
hood, of medals and of degrees were 
being showered thick upon him. In 
May, 1845, when Franklin was in his 
60th year, but full of mental and physi- 
cal vigor, he started with the Ere 
bus and Terror to discover the 
north-west passage. This wag his last 
expedition, and only relics of it ever 
came back to England. The vessels 
were last seen in July, 1845. 

Lady Franklin immediately devoted 
her life to unwearied efforts to discover 
the fate of her husband. Her voice, pen 
and purse were unceasingly used to in- 
stitute searches forthe missing ships. 
Expedition after expedition was fitted 
out ; but it was not until 1859, after hope 
had fled from all hearts but Lady Frank- 
lin’s, that his fate was ascertained, In 
1857 she fitted out the Fox, under the 
command of McClintock, whose discov- 
eriessettied all doubts of the fate of her 
husband’s expedition. He died on the 
11th day of June, 1847, before his great 
heast had geen lacerated by witnessing 
' the awful sufferings of his men. 

Since the certain news of his Poe 


she has becn constantly identified with 
schemes of foreign exploration, and with 
philanthropical movements, In 1872 she 
bought the Franklin House in Lineola- 
shire, where she gathered all the relics 
of Sir John’s expedition. At the time of 
her death she must have been over seven- 
ty years old. About ten years ago she 
came to this country to see Captain 
Hall, of Arctic fame, and unusual hon- 
ors were paid her. Her death was prece- 
ded by a long illness, and then the devo- 


ted heart found rest.

THE BATITL#® OF KETTLE CREEK. 


The centennial celebration of this im- 
portant battle will not occur until Feb- 
ruary 14th, 1879; but as it will be the 
next great centennial event in this state, 
a brief account of it is certainly not ill- 
timed. We shall not assume that our 
readers know all about the battle; 
for one paper in the state missed the 
facts far enough to locate the battle field 
in Ware county. The battle really oc- 
curred in Wilkes county, about nine 
miles from Washington, and perhaps half 
that distance from the rails of the Wasb- 
ington branch of the Georgia railroad. 
The creek preserves its revolutionary 
name, and its peaceful waters flow into 
Little river, a confluent of the Savannah. 

The fall of Savannah on the 3rd day of 
January, 1779, and the loss of Howe’s ar- 
my had a most disheartening effect upon 
the patriots of the whole state. Gen. 
Prevost and the victorious Col. Campbell 
of the British army followed up their vic- 
tories so vigorously that in a very short 
time there was very little left of the 
American army in Georgia. Col. Camp- 
bell pushed upward rapidly, and 
in the last days of January 
took possession of Augusta, After 
resting there afew days, he pursued the 
march into the interior, ruthlessly des- 
troying property, and insulting the peo- 
ple as he moved along. It was a march 
from the sea on Sherman’s plan, but on a 
smaller scale. Most of the people fled 
as he approached, into South Carolina. 
The few who remained were reassembled 
by Col. John Dooly. His party was 
shortly reinforced by 250 men under Col. 
Pickens. Menaced as they were by Col. 
Campbell, their situation grew worse 
when it was krown that the notorious 
Boyd had raised a partizan corps of 800 
men,whom he was leading towards Geor- 
gia to desolate the state. Pickens and 
Dooly, now joined by Col. Clarke, re- 
solved to attack Boyd, and save, if possi 
ble, upper Georgia from utter destruc 
tion. ‘*Much,” says Stevens, ** depend- 
ed on this battle. It was a moment big 
with the fate of upper Georgia.” 

On the morning of the 14th of Janua 
ry, 1779, Boyd very carelessly halted 
at a certain farm near Kettle Creek, and 
his army were dispersed in various direc 
tions, engaged in killing and gathering 
stock, and other operations. This was 
the patriots’ opportunity. They advanc- 
ed in three divisions, the center led by 
Pickens, the commander of the day, the 
right under Colonel Dooly and the left 
under Clarke, all with orders not to fire 
& gununtil withiv at least thirty-five 
paces. Wickens, stopped by a_half- 
formed abattis, skillfully gained the 
flank of Boyd, when he attacked him 
with great bravery. Boyd was shot 
down, and his men fled, but were rallied 
on a hill across thecreek. Clarke quick- 
iy found a ford, and soon rose upon 
the hill in the rear of the enemy. His 
deadly fire completed the victory, and 
the loyalists fled in utter defeat and con- 
fusion. Not two hundred and fifty of 
Boyd’s eight hundred ever reached Au- 
gusta. Boyd himself and seventy of his 
men were killed, and as many more were 
wounded and taken prisoners. ‘The rest 
fled in every direction. Some were af- 
terwards hung as traitors and miscre- 
ants, some skulked among the mountain 
passes of North Carolina, and the whole 
Organization was anpihilated. 


It is difficutt to over estimate the im- 
portance of this great victory. It not 
only saved upper Georgia,from invasion, 
but it infused new vigor into the droop- 
ing cause of liberty in Georgia and South 
Carolina. McGreth immediately fell 
back to Augusta, which was soon aban- 
doned, and Campbell's retreat was only 
made possible by the burning of ail 
the; bridges that he marched over. 
We are glad to learn from 
the Washington Gazette that 
arrangements are being made to cele- 
brate the centennial on the old battle 
field. Upper Georgia can not well re- 
fuse to participate in the celebration of a 
battle that saved her from the barbari- 
tics of British warfare during the revolu- 
tion. Out of pure gratitude we should 
rally in 1879 to revive the memories of 
our brave and patriotic defenders. _

It is the new growth of the plant from 
year to year, with the leaves and branch. 
es, that is taken off, cured and prepared 
for market. The process of curing is 
somewhat similar tothe curing of hay. 
Great care should be taken that the cure 
is perfect, and that it should not get wet. 
The proper season of the year for gath- 
ering is just before the berries begin to 
form; if later the berries should te im- 
mediately rejected before curing. When 
thoroughly dry it is well threshed and 
all branches and twigs removed, and the 
remainder ground with the utmost care, 
until it becomes as fine and slmost as 
even as flour. It is then well put up in 
sacks (160 pounds per sack) and fourteen 
of these, or 2,240 pounds, will sell as a 
ton.

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THE BURNING OF COLUMBIA 
Clear and Lucid Statement of the Af- 


fair by an Eye-W itness. 


The Sky-Rocket Signals and the Ter- 
ribie Scenes Enacted Be- 
tween Them. 


Editors Constitution: Since the publica- 
tion of Gen. Sherman’s book, has revived 
the subject of the burning of Columbia, I 
have thought perhaps you would not 
deem amiss this account of an eye-wit- 
ness, one only too familiar the 
fearful scenes of of that terrible night. 
Upon Tuesday, February 14th, the# 
Confederate troops retreated from 
Orangeburg, and took position on the 
banks of the Congaree opposite Columbia. 
ednesday there was a slight skirmish be- 
tween the two armies, and upon the af- 
ternoon of that day a terrific duel of ar- 
tillery was kept up. At 3 o’clock the 
same night, our force retreated across 
the river, burning the bridge after them. 
Thursday, the enemy, without giving 
any notice to non-combatants, commenc- 
ed a vigorous bombardment of the city. 
Now ensued a scene of excitement 
rarely witnessed. Women and children 
fleeing to the upper portion of the town, 
beyond reach of shot and shell; porters 
hurrying hither and thither bearing 
boxer, baskets and trunks, containing 
plate and other valuables; farmers, with 
droves of cattle endeavoring to pass be- 
yond reach of the enemy—inZa word, a 
ful city converted into a modern 


bel. 

That night, the governor and suite 
left, and the confederate army, seeing 
the uselessness of further resistance, com- 
menced its evacuations; Hampton’s and 
Wheeler’s cavalry, being the last to 
leave. 

On the morning of the 17th, just at 
daylight, a dreadful explosion startled 
the citizens. Houses were shaken, win- 
dow panes shattered, and much damage 
done generally. This was the blowing 
up of the South Carolina rai!road depot, 
which had been filled with valuable 
stores, belonging mostly to the low coun- 
try planters—ualso a large quantity of 
powder. 

About 11 a.m. the federals entered 
the city, jast as the last band of Spartan 
Confederates were filing sadly out, many 
of them leaving those dearer than life to 
a@ most uncertain fate. 

With streaming colors, and amid wild 
beating of drums, the enemy with victo- 
rious shouts took possession of the place, 
planting the ‘‘stars and stripes” upon the 
market hall and other prominent points. 

Previous to their entrance the mayor 
and a deputation of citizens, bearing a 
white flag, had advanced to meet Sher- 
man and gain terms forthe city. Fiom 
Col. Stone, to whom the mayor surren- 
dered the town, he received the assurance 
that ‘‘not a finger’s breadth of the city 
shall be harmed,” which assurance Gen. 
Sherman subsequently confirmed, yet an 
hour later witnessed the breaking open 
and pillaging of stores, warehouses, etc., 
many of which contained valuables, 
sent from desolated island-homes for safe 
keeping. 

Negroes might be seen bearing away 
exquisite marbles, statuary, rare old 
paintings costly relics from once happy 
homes, and whose value they could nel- 
ther appreciate or understand. 

At 12 . the jail was discovered to be 
on fire, it was the work of the prisoners 
confined there, and whom the enemy had 
liberated; and an hour later a second 
alarm was given; this fire was caused from 
the ey of some cotton which was 
placed in the widest streets, as the safest 
place for it, inthe event of its having to 
be destroyed. Both these fires were 
promptly extinguished by the firemen; as 
any and all of the citizens will attest. 

tt was not until 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing that the anxious populace, who had 
patiently borne the insults of the soldiery 
throughout the day, ‘saw ,three rock- 
ets,a red, white, and blue ascend towards 
the sky. Afterwards they understood 
too well the tearful import of that sig- 
nal, 

Almost immediatzly, the lurid glare of 
fire was seen north, south east, west. 
Then the gallant firemen nothing daun- 
ted, endeavored to subdue the flames; 
‘but with brutal curses the federal sol- 
$diers cut the hose, into a hundred pieces, 
Gradually the flames creep nearer. 

We can mark the buildings pow that are 
} burning, the whole town is ablaze. ; 

An infuriated soldiery, maddened still 
further by drink, rush here and there, 
throwing fire- balls, and with cotton satu- 
rated in turpentine, and other combusti- 
bles, setting fire indiscriminately to both 
public and private properties; despite 
the prayers and protestations of a de- 
spairing people. 

The wind howls dismally, and above 
the noise of falling timbers, and the 
crackling of flames, may be heard the 
heart-rending wails of the homeless, 
blended with jeers and curses of a brutal 
soldiery.

CAPTAIN BOYTON. 


H.s Adventures as a Diver—How he 
Played iton a Shark. 


A correspondent who has interviewed 

Captain Boyton sends a report of the 

Captain’s statement to the Gentleman’s 

Magazine: “Soon afterward I worked 

down into the Gulf of Mexico. The 

first coral I raised was in Catoche. 

Knocking round about there, I heard of 

the loss of the schooner Foam. The 

first mate and three men got saved, but 

the captain, his daughter and three men 

got lost. I slung round to see if she 

could be raised. After we’d spent the 

best part of the week, we sailed over 

her and dropped anchor. It was a 

lovely Sunday morning when he struck 

her, She lay in sixty feet of wator on 

a bottom as white as the moon. Look- 

ing down I could see her leaning over 

on one side upon the coral reef. When 

I got down to her 1 saw she’d torn a 

great gap in the reef when she ran 

against it. The mainmast was gone and 

hung by the fore; I clambered up; I 
saw whole shoals of fish playing in and 
out of the hatches. First | went to 
look for the bodies, for I never like to 
work while there’s any one of them 
about. Finding the fo’castle empty | 
went to the two little state cabins. It 
was rather dark, and I had to feel in 
the lower bunks. There was nothing 
in the first, and in the other the door 
was locked. I pried it open and shot 
back the lock with my adze. It flew 
open, and out somethiog fell right 
against me. I felt at once it was the 
woman’s body. I was not exactly 
frightened, but it shook me rather, I 
slung it from me and went out into the 
light of a bit until I got hold of myself. 
Then I turned back and brought her 
out—poor thing! She’d been very 
pretty, and so I carried her in my arms; 
with her white face nestling against my 
shoulder, she seemed as if she was only 
sleeping. I made her fast to the line, 
as carefully as I could, to send her up, 
ad the fish played about her as if they 
were sorry she was going. At last | 
gave the signal, and she went slowly 
up, her hair floating round her head like 
a pillow of golden sea-weed. That was 
the only body I found there, and I man- 
aged after to raise pretty considerable 
of the cargo. One of my expeditions 
was among the silver banks of the An- 
tilles, the loveliest place I ever saw, 
where the white coral grews into cu- 
rious tree-like shapes. As I stepped 
along the bottom it seemed as if I was 
in a fros‘ed forest. Here and there 
trailed long fronds of green and crim- 
son sea-weed. Silver-belled fish flashed 
about among the deep-brown and pur- 
ple sea-ferns, which rose high as my 
head. Far as] could see all round in 
the transparent water were different 
colored leaves, and on the floor piles of 
shells so bright in color that it seemed 
as if 1 had stumbled on a place where 
they kept a stock of broken rainbows. 
I could not work for a bit, and hada 
quarter determination to sit down a 
while and wait fora mermaid. I guess 
if those sea-girls hive any-where, they 
select that spot. After walking the in- 
side out of half an hour I thought I 
had bette: get to work and blast for 
treasure. A little bit on fre¢m where I 
sat were the remains of a treasure ship. 
It was a Britisher, I think, and corals 
had formed all about her, or rather 
about what was left of her. The coral 
on the bottom and round her showed 
black spots. That meant a deposit of 
either iron or silver. I made faily good 
hauls every time I went down, and sold 
one piece 1 found to Barnum, of New 
York. Aiter I left there I had a cu- 
rious adventure with a shark. I was 
down on a nasty rock bottom. A man 
never feels comfortable on them; he 
cau’t tell what big creature may be hid- 
ing uuder the huge quarter-deck sea- 
leaves which grow there. The first 
part of the time I was visited by a por- 
cupine fish, which kept sticking its 
quils up and bobbing in front of my 
helmet. Soon after | saw a big shad- 
ow fall across me, and looking up there 
was an infernal shark playing about 
my tubing. It makes you feel chilly 
in the back when they’re about. He 
came down to me slick as lI 
looked up. I made at him and he 
sheared off. For an hour he worked 
at it, till I could stand it no loiger. If 
you can keep your head level, it’s alli 
right, and you’re pretty safe if they’re 
not on you sharp. This ugly brute 
was twenty feet long, 1 should think, 
for when I lay down all my length on 
the bottom he stretched a considerable 
way ahead of me, and I could see him 
beyoud my feet. Then I waited. 
They must turn over to bite, and my 
laying down bothered him. He swam 
over three or four times, and then 
skulked off to a big thicket of seaweed 
to consider, I knew he’d come back 
when he’d settled his mind. At last 
he came viciously over me, but, like 
the time before, too far from my arms. 
The next time I had my chance, and 
ripped him with my knife as neatly as 
I could. A shark always remembers 
he’s got business somewhere else when 
he’s cut, so off this fellow goes. It is 
a curious thing, too, that all the sharks 
about will follow in the trail he leaves. 
I got on my hands asd knees, and as he 
swam off I noticed four dark shadows 
slip after him. I saw no more that 
time. They did not like my company.” 
After a short period of experience in 
pearl-diving, and the loss of nearly 
everything that he possessed, including 
his diving apparatus, in a great confla- 
gration, Captain Boyton, in a sort of 
desperation, took service in the Mexican 
war, and led an exciting life till, grow- 
ing tired of the semi-barbarian mode 
of warfare, he deserted, crossing from 
Matamoras at midnight in an old tub 
of a boat, in which he expected every 
minute to go to the bottom. Arriving 
at Brownsville, he “fixed himself into 

hard work” at a dry goods store. Then 

he wrote home, and, hearing that his 
father was dead, grew restless again, 

and “waded away north,” through Vic- 

toria, San Antonio, Indianola, and by a 
schooner from Galveston, whence he 

proceeded through New Orleans, Sa- 

vannah, Charleston and Wilmington to 

New York. There he stayed until be 

had filled his pockets again, and having 

set himself up with a diving suit, he 

shipped for Havre.

The bishop began by speaking of the his- 
tory and great power of the press, a history 
ful of nob'e achievements for the good of 
mankind and a power capable of producing 
still greater advancements in arts, sciences 
mterial p s, social morality and true 
religion. He referred to the universality of 
the ney, the newspaper, and the won- 
derful effects which followed upon concert- 
ed and persistent effor‘s h this me 
dium upon the lives, fortunes and bepPr 
ness of individuals and the general welfare 
of society. Hereferred to the manner in 
which the pre s was used and conducted in 
European countries and contrasted the 
cramping censorship held around the one 
with the unlimited liberty accorded to the 
other domiciled in this birth-place and 
proudest residence of human freedom. 

He next referred to the use of the press 
as one of the + wiftest and surest correctives 
of bigotry and ignoranc’, of fanaticism and 
intolerance, and in this light he viewed the 
work done in exovloding the false ‘ideas 
about the Catholic church and its religion 
bv the Catholic press of ti e northern states, 
Upon this braech of his subj ct he said:
